Most collectors are familiar with 
precancels on Canadian stamps 
and, for some reason, they are 
only too often ignored as non 
coliectable items. The writer pleads 
guity to this himself, as no heed 
was paid to them until breaking 
up a vollection a few years ago, 
We came across two or three pages 
devoted to pre-cancel only. These 
were subsequently mounted in a 
smali approval book, and a Hoover 
Catalogue of pre-cancels obtained

Pre-cancels. were first used in 
Canada at the Ottawa post office 
in 1883. Complete sheets of the 
then current 1c, 2c, 3c and 5c 
values were cancelled with the 
local office handstamp; a circle 
approximately the size of a quar- 
ter dollar, with 19 fine lines and 
the centre punched out in an oval 
@hape bearing the figure "I". This 
eancellation was repeated on each 
samp in the sheet. St. John, N.B., 
was the next city to follow, the 
eancel being a long shaped oval 
of 14 lines with circle containing 
the figure “I. Toronto pre 
cancelled stamps of the values 
from ic to 3c with the very crude 
device of ruled lines made with 
& pen and ink

AM the above are not listed in 
any precancel catalogues as they 
were not made with a “specially 
devised roller, made for that pur 
pose only. The pre-cance!l as gen- 
erally recegnized, began to be in 
general use in 1889 when stamps 
ef from “sc to Se inclusive were 
so prepared by a revolving, seif- 
fwking canceller. These are ‘the 
bar types of which there are no 
leas than 23 different types. In 1903 
the City types were authorized 
which consisted of the name of 
the city with a bar, either plain 
or serrated below and the Prov- 
imce underneath the bar. These 
provide a great many varieties as 
they may be found inverted, 
dowble inverted and even trebled, 
#0 they provide lots of good hunting

Thesé were all overprinted at 
Ottawa from electro plates of 100 
subjects.

Had Colorful 


areer on Coast 


The Miowera ferrying the

AINTED drab grey and un 
noticed among the hundred 

of fishin boat making Ucluelet 
their home port, is a 39-foot salmon 
troller with a more colorful his 
tory than any other small boat 
plying B.C. waters. The “Miowera 
named after a famous steamer that 
pioneered in the mail and pass 
ger service between Vancouver and 
Sytiney, Australia 

Built at Vancouver in 1 this 
Miowera is no chicken herself 
still going strong in spite of storms, 
fire, groundings and other hazards 
A beautiful “del below the water 
line When traveling she make 
little bow wave and a wash hardly 
perceptible, Equally at home or 
the open Pacific or inside passages 
there is hardly a bay or inlet 
along. the entire B.C. coast that 
she hasn't poked her nose 


AS A TROLLER 

Originally built for trolling, after 
@ year's fishing she was remodel 
to accommodate five and ran 
ter trips taking timber cruisers 
ami others to different up-coas 
points. A few years later * extra 
living quarters was torn out and 
she was back trolling, painted a 
gleaming white with blue trim 
the pride of the Kyuquyot fleet and 
high boat the first season. Disaster 
then overcame her, after returni 
to Vancouver for winter and o 
haul, fire completely gutted her 
innards. She was sold, repaired
